SUBJECT: Congolese Air Force (U) 


1. (S) Reference is made to CINCSTRIKE/U3CXNCMBAFSA 
message STRJ&-3I33, dated 30 September 1966, v/hich: 

a. Recognises that present USG-GDRC conversations may 
lead to a withdrawal of the U.S. -sponsored air io^cs. prior to tho 
orderly development of a Congolese Air Force (FAC). 

b. Expresses: concern over this possibility since it ia impera- 
tive that the Congolese Army (ANC) have access to a responsive air ' 
capability, if for no other reason than to assist in maintaining internal 
stability within tho Congo. 

c. Recommends several short-term, steps which will lead to 
the development of such capability as an interim measure. 

2, (. ) Those short-term atepa recommended by CXNCC TRIKE/ 
USCZNCM3SAFSA which appear feasible at thio time arc: 

a. Br-cpaad tho 2 1 0th mercenary squadron by transferring to 
it the 12 U;5G-controUed T-23 aircraft, 

o. Encourage the GDRC to replace the US G -controlled 
contract pilots with mercenary pilots, 

c. Continue reliance on the present CIA -contracted aircraft 
nmiatenance organization (W1GMO), but shift monetary support a* 
rapidly as possible to the GI.'R C* 

d* Utilise initially the present U*S* supervisors and managers 
■until qualified replacements are available. 
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3. The message also recommenced, as an Immediate action* 
removing the six V.S* -loaned £-26 aircraft from the Congo. This 
nation, however* iw not ntt casivy to the tlovelcoment of a CIE'j^C —

4. <S) The disposition of the three CIA -operated C-46 aircraft 

i-> not auctressed in the CINCoTBlKE message. These aircraft have 
been recognised for some time as essential* not only for auopovt of 
the Air Force, but for the ANC. An evaluation of the impact if these 
aircraft are withdrawn is also ft’xjuiired in-country. 

5. (o) The CINCSTRIKE message also asks that the additional 
longer -range tasks required to develop an effective FAC be under* 
isuv&n* i he- so tasks arc outlined in his study "Force A e vienne 
CongoiaU*," dated 24 April 1966 (forwarded to OASB/XPA and flats 
ioi* information on 22 June 1966), When the short-range measures 
currently under consideration are accomplished, the longer-rengc 
requirements can be addressed.. 

6. ( } It ia concluded that:

The CINCSTRIKS recommendations listed in p&rarcraoh 2* 
re valid. 


h. The recommendations are generally compatible with those 
cvstsiiK'u sn toe study oi the wosigoiese Air Force, forwarded under 

66* dated 24 May 1966, and the CINCSTRLXE study referred 
;o in paragraph 5, above. The minor differences are attributed mainly 
io the present need for expeditious transfer action. 

a. There may bo a continuing need for the six B-26 and three 

C-46 aircraft to insure support of the government*!! internal security 

•amralaa. 
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d. This subject should bo brought to the attention o£ tho 303 
Committee since it has. expressed its interest in tlio CIA -supported 
air operation in the Congo, 

'• * {$} It is recommended that the 303 Committee consider this 
matter and direct that: 

a, Tiscuasiono be hold with Congolese authorities on the 
subject of phasing out U.S* air operations in the Congo. 

b* In discussions with the Congolese and in formulating 
plans for the withdrawal of CIA support from the FAC, the need 
for the r: intennnee of internal security in the Congo foe considered 
paramount. 

c. Ho decision be taken to phase out the B-26 or C-46 
operation until an in-country evaluation supports the feasibility of 
such a withdrawal . 

d. The specific CINCSTKIK3S recommendations outlined in 
paragraph 2, above, be adopted in such a withdrawn!.
